obligating the person to do 
something or not to do some¬ 
thing that they want. 

Stalking is a type of persecu¬ 
tion. The conduct of a stalker 
is against a victim 

The stalking must be: 

• Unacceptable by the vic¬ 
tim 

• Undesired and against 
their wishes 

• Causes fear in the victim 

• Causes much anguish to 
the victim 

Who commits stalking? 

• Usually a partner or ex¬ 
partner of the victim 

• Who has or had a romantic 
relationship with the vic¬ 
tim 

• Or: did not have a rela¬ 
tionship with the victim 
but desires this and was 
denied such a relationship 
by the victim 

• They may not know the 
victim personally but is 
obsessed with the victim 

• The stalker is a very jeal¬ 
ous person 

• The stalker wants to 
avenge him/herself 

• The stalker isolates the 
victim

Garment factory blaze 
kills 110 in Bangladesh 


ASHULIA, Bangladesh (AFP) 
- At least 110 people died 
when fire swept through a fac¬ 
tory in the worst-ever blaze to 
hit Bangladesh's garment in¬ 
dustry, officials said yesterday, 
as witnesses told of desperate 
workers jumping from upper 
floors. 

Firefighters battled for se¬ 
veral hours to contain the 
blaze, which broke out on the 
ground floor of the nine-storey 
Tazreen Fashion plant 30 kilo¬ 
metres (20 miles) north of the 
capital Dhaka late on Saturday. 

Survivors told how pa¬ 
nicked staff, most of them 
women, tried to escape the 
burning factory, which made 
clothes for international brands 
including the European chain 
C&A and the Hong Kong- 
based Li & Fung company. 

Bangladesh is a global cen¬ 
tre for clothes manufacturing 
due to its cheap labour, with 
many popular brands using 
huge factories to produce items 
for export to Western markets. 
But work conditions are often 
basic and safety standards low. 

Dhaka district commis¬ 
sioner Yusuf Harun told AFP 
the death toll was 110, inclu¬ 
ding several workers who died 
while jumping from windows 
or the roof. About 100 people 
were injured. 

The director of the fire 
brigade, Major Mahbub, who 
uses one name, said many vic¬ 
tims died of suffocation as the 


blaze started in the ground- 
floor warehouse, trapping staff 
working on the night shift. 

Kalpona Akter, director of 
the Bangladesh Center for 
Workers Solidarity, said the 
blaze was the worst that the na¬ 
tion's garment industry had 
ever suffered. 

A Li & Fung spokeswoman 
told AFP: "We are very dis¬ 
tressed and saddened by the 
deaths of workers and wish to 
express our deepest condo¬ 
lences to the families of the 
victims." 

The company is "matching 
the Bangladesh Garment Man¬ 
ufacturers and Exporters Asso¬ 
ciation's financial assistance by 
pledging 100,000 Bangladeshi 
taka ($ 1,200) to each family of 
every victim," the spokes¬ 
woman added. 

Thorsten Rolfes, C&A 
spokesman in Berlin, said the 
company had commissioned 
the factory to make 220,000 
sweaters to be delivered to 
Brazil. 

Tuba Group, the parent 
company of Tazreen Fashion, 
said on its website that the fac¬ 
tory opened in 2009 and em¬ 
ployed 1,630 workers making 
polo shirts, T-shirts and jackets. 

It also said its factories 
make clothes for Walmart, Car- 
refour and IKEA, and added 
that the Tazreen plant had 60 
smoke detectors and more than 
200 fire extinguishers.

Egypt's Morsi says new powers temporary, 
urges dialogue 


CAIRO (AFP) - Egyptian 
President Mohamed Morsi 
said yesterday that the sweep¬ 
ing new powers he assumed 
last week are meant to be tem¬ 
porary, and called for dialogue 
to find common political 
ground in the country. 

"The presidency reiterates 
the temporary nature of the 
said measures, which are not 
meant to concentrate power, 
but... to devolve it to a demo¬ 
cratically elected parliament... 
as well as preserving the im¬ 
partiality of the judiciary and 
to avoid politicising it," a state¬ 
ment from his office said. 

Under a constitutional dec¬ 
laration on Thursday, Morsi 
can issue "any decision or 
measure to protect the revolu¬ 
tion," which are final and not 
subject to appeal." 

That touched off a show¬ 


down with judges over the 
path to a new constitution and 
sparked charges by the opposi¬ 
tion that Morsi was taking on 
dictatorial powers. 

The statement said it had 
been "deemed necessary in 
order to hold accountable 
those responsible for the cor¬ 
ruption as well s the other 
crimes during the previous 
regime and during the transi¬ 
tional period." 

That was a reference to the 
regime of long-time president 
Hosni Mubarak, who was 
ousted by a popular uprising 
early last year. Some 850 pro¬ 
testers were killed during the 
revolt, and hundreds more 
since. 

Morsi ordered the reopen¬ 
ing of investigations into those 
deaths, and new prosecutor 
general Talaat Ibrahim Abdal¬ 


lah said "revolutionary courts" 
would be set up that could see 
Mubarak, his sons and his top 
security chiefs retried "should 
there be new evidence." 

Mubarak and his interior 
minister were sentenced to life 
over the killing of protesters in 
last year's popular uprising 
against him, but six security 
chiefs were acquitted in the 
same case sparking nationwide 
outrage. 

Yesterday's statement said 
the presidency "stresses its 
firm commitment to engage all 
political forces in the inclusive 
democratic dialogue to reach a 
common ground and bridge 
the gap in order to reach a na¬ 
tional consensus on the consti¬ 
tution, which will be the 
cornerstone of Egyptian mod¬ 
em institutions." 


Britain urges US push on Middle East peace 


LONDON (AFP) - British Fo¬ 
reign Secretary William Hague 
urged the United States yester¬ 
day to take a "decisive lead" on 
reviving the Middle East peace 
process following the deadly 
conflict in Gaza. 

Following President Barack 
Obama's re-election this 
month, "we do look to the 
United States to give a decisive 
lead in the coming months," 
Hague told BBC television, 
adding: "They have crucial 
leverage with Israel that no 
other country has." 

"It is time for a huge effort 
on the Middle East peace 
process," he said. 

European and Arab nations 
should also offer active sup¬ 
port "to make sure that this last 
chance — we're coming to a 
final chance maybe for a two- 
state solution in the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict — can be 
successfully resolved", he said. 

Hague expressed hope that 
some good could come out of 
the eight days of violence in 


and around Gaza, which left 
166 Palestinians and six Is¬ 
raelis dead, in the form of dis¬ 
cussions about opening up the 
borders of the impoverished 
Palestinian territory. 

"If it's now possible to 


move on to the opening up of 
the access in and out of Gaza 
and stopping the smuggling of 
weapons into Gaza then some 
good could actually come of 
that awful crisis and terrible 
casualties," he said.

Twin suicide 
bombings kill

Spain rejects talks over ETA dissolution 


BARCELONA (AFP) - 
Spain's right-leaning govern¬ 
ment flatly rejected Syesteray 
an offer by armed Basque 
group ETA to negotiate its dis¬ 
armament and dissolution. 

ETA, blamed for 829 
killings in more than four 
decades of fighting for a 
Basque homeland, said Satur¬ 
day it was ready to discuss dis¬ 
arming and disbanding with 
France and Spain under certain 
conditions. 

The group, which last year 
said it had abandoned vio¬ 
lence, said in a statement on 
Basque newspaper Gara's web¬ 


site that one outstanding issue 
was the transfer of Basque 
prisoners to jails closer to 
home. 

But Prime Minister Ma¬ 
riano Rajoy's Popular Party 
government refused to con¬ 
sider talks with ETA. 

"They know that we have 
not negotiated nor will we ne¬ 
gotiate in any way with the ter¬ 
rorist organization," Interior 
Minister Fernandez Diaz told 
reporters. 

"So the only statement the 
government demands, not re¬ 
quests but demands and is 
working for, is its uncondi¬ 


tional dissolution," he said. 

ETA is listed as a terrorist 
organisation by the United 
States and the European 
Union. Repeated raids and ar¬ 
rests by Spanish security 
forces in cooperation with its 
allies, especially France, have 
severely weakened the group. 

Its last attack on Spanish 
soil was in August 2009. 

Both Spain and France in¬ 
sist on the complete disman¬ 
tling of ETA's arsenal and its 
unconditional dissolution. The 
Spanish government has re¬ 
peatedly ruled out talks with 
ETA over its prisoners.

Merkel aims to ease 
J ewish ire amid 
circumcision row 


FRANKFURT (AFP) - Angela 
Merkel sought to ease the con¬ 
cerns of Germany's Jews Sun¬ 
day over a disputed ruling 
against circumcision as she 
became the first chancellor to 
address the Jewish commu¬ 
nity's annual council meeting. 

In a ruling published in 
June, a court in the western 
city of Cologne judged the rite 
to be tantamount to grievous 
bodily harm, prompting inter¬ 
national outrage and calls for 
more legal clarity. 

"The respecting of religious 
ritual is a fundamental good," 
she told the annual gathering 
of the Central Council of Jews 
in Germany in the western city 
of Frankfurt. 

Last month, Merkel's cabi¬ 
net passed a draft law to per¬ 
mit circumcision and clarify 
the legal situation. 

She said she believed it to 
be a "balanced text". 

The new bill stipulated cer¬ 
tain provisos for a boy to be 


circumcised. 

Among these conditions, 
the draft law said the practice 
must be carried out "profes¬ 
sionally" and "with the most 
effective pain relief'. 

An exception must also be 
made in individual cases if 
there are health risks, for ex¬ 
ample if the infant is suspected 
of being a haemophiliac. 

The head of the central 
committee for Jews in Ger¬ 
many, Dieter Graumann, 
thanked Merkel for her assis¬ 
tance in what he described as 
"difficult times." 

Merkel also used the visit to 
reiterate Berlin's support of Is¬ 
rael following eight days of vi¬ 
olence in and around Gaza, 
which left 166 Palestinians and 
six Israelis dead. 

"Every country has the right 
to defend itself. This is not 
only the right but also the duty 
of every government," added 
Merkel.

New LatAm network aims 
to help infertile couples 


SANTIAGO (AFP) - Latin 
America’s new infertility net¬ 
work will be a support system 
for those unable to conceive 
and lead the fight for cheaper 
medical treatments for would- 
be parents, its founders told 
AFP. 

Some 400 couples from 
across the continent gathered 
in Santiago, Chile last week 
for a conference to launch The 
Latin American Network for 
Infertile Patients. 

"The network aims to bring 
together people with fertility 
problems, not only heterosex¬ 
ual couples, but single people 
and gays as well," Macarena 
Vial, spokeswoman for the 
Chilean group "Queremos Ser 
Padres" or "We Want To Be 
Parents," told AFP 


The new organization, 
which last week signed its of¬ 
ficial charter, also held meet¬ 
ings to discuss the challenges 
couples face trying to become 
pregnant. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion recognized infertility as a 
disease in 2009. But in Chile, 
and much of the rest of Latin 
America, the cost of infertility 
treatments like in vitro fertil¬ 
ization can be prohibitively 
high, costing as much as 
$7,000 per pregnancy attempt. 

Members of the new Latin 
American network hope to be 
able to negotiate group rates 
for infertility treatments to 
bring down costs. 

The Latin American Net¬ 
work of Infertile Patients will 
hold its next meeting in Mex¬ 
ico in 2014.

Britain battered by more heavy rain 



LONDON (AFP) - Hundreds 
of homes across Britain were 
flooded on Sunday as heavy 
rain and strong winds contin¬ 
ued to batter the country and 
environmental officials 
warned of more storms to 
come. 

In a Twitter message, Prime 
Minister David Cameron de¬ 
scribed scenes of flood in the 
rural southwestern region of 
Cornwall as "shocking", and 


promised that his government 
"will help ensure everything is 
being done to help". 

Two people have died since 
heavy rains began on Wednes¬ 
day, including a woman killed 
by a falling tree in the south¬ 
western city of Exeter and a 
man who became trapped in 
his car in rising waters in 
Somerset, also in the south¬ 
west. 

The Cornish village of 


Millbrook was reportedly 
under five feet (1.5 metres) of 
water with 40 homes evacu¬ 
ated, a BBC reporter who lives 
there said, after torrents of 
muddy water swept through 
the village on Saturday. 

Many communities were 
cut off after police shut water¬ 
logged roads in Cornwall, 
where four severe flood warn¬ 
ings were issued overnight 
over rapidly rising river levels, 
and neighbouring Devon. 

Across Britain, the Environ¬ 
ment Agency said nearly 500 
homes have flooded since 
Wednesday and warned more 
rain was on the way. 

In Malmesbury in Wiltshire, 
western England, pub landlord 
Tom Hudson said he had water 
lapping at the door in the worst 
floods he had seen for 14 
years. 

"Houses across the road 
have been flooded to a depth 
of three or four feet, with fur¬ 
niture floating around in the 
rooms.

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Republicans ease on tax as US budget 
talks resume 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - As 
Congress prepared to dive 
back into ’’fiscal cliff' talksto- 
day after the Thanksgiving 
holiday, there were encoura¬ 
ging signs that Republican in¬ 
transigence on tax could be 
easing. 

For the second time in 
days, a leading Republican, 
this time Senator Lindsey Gra¬ 
ham, edged toward violating 
something that had been 
sacrosanct — a longstanding 
pledge signed by many in his 
party never to raise taxes. 

Strings were attached — 
concessions by Democrats on 
social welfare programs like 
health care for the elderly. But 
his change of heart was a 
hopeful sign that the Republi¬ 
can leadership is ready to 
make tough choices in order to 
strike a deal. 

Both Republicans and De¬ 
mocrats are well aware of the 
need for the country to get its 
fiscal house in order, as Ame¬ 
rica tries to rein in a huge debt 
that has been growing bigger 
by the day and reduce deficit 
spending. 

If no deal is reached before 
the end of the year, a poison 
pill law of tax hikes and mas¬ 
sive spending cuts, including 
slashes to the military, comes 
into effect with potentially ca¬ 
tastrophic effects for the frag¬ 
ile US economy. 


After months of stalemate, 
congressional leaders met on 
November 16 with President 
Barack Obama — who is 
deemed to have a considerably 
stronger negotiating hand after 
handily winning re-election 10 
days earlier. 

Just five weeks now remain 
in the calendar year to con¬ 
clude an agreement before the 
expiration of tax cuts put in 
place during the presidency of 
Obama's predecessor, George 
W. Bush. 

Obama has said that any 
deal he concludes would have 
to include an increase in taxes 
on wealthy taxpayers, some¬ 
thing congressional Republi¬ 
cans so far have rejected. 

The plan he proposes — and 
presented to voters on the 
campaign trail — would raise 
the tax rate for top earners, but 
keep Bush-era tax rates for in¬ 
dividuals who make less than 
$200,000 per year and families 
earning less than $250,000. 

Republicans insist raising 
taxes on the wealthy would be 
counter-productive and only 
serve to slow economic 
growth and ensure that the 
country continues to be 
plagued by economic stagna¬ 
tion. 

They insist that higher 
taxes would dampen spending 
and hiring and investment by 
business owners. 


The top income tax rate, 
which now stands at 35 per¬ 
cent, will automatically revert 
to 39.6 percent at the begin¬ 
ning of 2013 unless there is a 
new budget deal. 

Republicans say they prefer 
to look at ways to bring in 
more tax revenue by com¬ 
pletely overhauling the old and 
unwieldy US tax code, inclu¬ 
ding closing what they say are 
"special interest loopholes" 
likely to hit the poor and the 
middle class as well as the 
rich. 

Graham, speaking Sunday 
on ABC’s "This Week" pro¬ 
gram, said it was fair to ask his 
party to do this in turn for 
Democratic concessions on re¬ 
ducing government spending 
on social welfare programs, 
known here as entitlements.

Italy economic recovery to 
begin mid-2013 


ROME (AFP) - Italian Finance 
Minister Vittorio Grilli said in 
remarks published yesterday 
that the recession-hit economy 
would start to recover halfway 
through 2013 but warned that 
the country was not yet in the 
clear. 

"The recovery will begin in 
the middle of next year," Grilli 
said in an interview with the 
influential daily La Stampa. 

"Even if the emergency 
phase was over, which it isn't, 
the markets wouldn't stop 
being on edge without the cer¬ 
tainty that whoever is to go¬ 
vern in the future will continue 
on the path of rigour." 

Italy, which is the euro¬ 
zone's third largest economy 
and slid into recession at the 
end of last year, is set to hold a 


general election in the spring. 

In the year since former 
prime minister Silvio Berlus¬ 
coni was driven out of office 
over his handling of the finan¬ 
cial crisis, his successor Mario 
Monti has imposed biting aus¬ 
terity measures to rein in the 
country's debt. 

Grilli defended Monti's po¬ 
licy of complying with the 
constitutional requirement of a 
balanced budget, sayng: "Even 
if in the short-term they can be 
painful, budget cuts are in the 
medium-term a good thing for 
growth." 

Italy's government has fore¬ 
cast that the economy will con¬ 
tract by 2.4 percent in 2012 
and by another 0.2 percent 
next year. 


Report: Europe mulls Greece 
'haircut' in 2015 


BERLIN (AFP) - Eurozone fi¬ 
nance ministers are conside¬ 
ring a possible "haircut" for 
Greece in 2015, a German 
newspaper reported yesterday, 
in a bid to reduce the reces¬ 
sion-wracked country's debt 
mountain. 

Other eurozone countries 
and institutions like the Euro¬ 
pean Central Bank could be 
ready to discuss writing down 
a part of their Greek debt hold¬ 
ings to put Greece's debt on a 
more sustainable footing, said 
the Welt am Sonntag. 

The issue was discussed at 
a secret meeting of ministers 
and officials in Paris. Such a 
haircut might be used as an 
added incentive for Greece to 
carry out the reforms required 
in its second aid package, 
which runs out in 2014, the 
paper said, without citing 
sources. 


Germany has been firmly 
opposed to taking a loss on its 
holdings of Greek debt, un¬ 
willing to ask German taxpa¬ 
yers to foot the bill for keeping 
Athens in the eurozone.

MANCHESTER (AFP) - 
Ricky Hatton said he felt 
"happy” in retiring after the 
former world champion's 
comeback bout against Vyach¬ 
eslav Senchenko ended in a 
ninth round knockout defeat 
on Saturday. 

A tearful Hatton admitted at 
a press conference he had 
painfully discovered he was 
no longer a force at elite level 
after sinking to his knees from 
a left to the kidneys in a non¬ 
title welterweight bout at the 
Manchester Arena. 

It was an outcome that be¬ 
came increasingly likely as the 
fight went on and the 34-year- 
old Briton was an easy target 
for his Ukrainian opponent. 

Hatton, roared on by a pas¬ 
sionate crowd of 20,000 in his 
home city, kept missing with 
air-shots whereas former 
World Boxing Association 
(WBA) world champion 
Senchenko hardly missed at 
all from the seventh round on¬ 
wards. 

This defeat meant former 
world light-welterweight and 


welterweight champion Hat¬ 
ton had been counted out in 
his last two fights, after being 
knocked out by Filipino ace 
Manny Pacquiao in May 
2009. 

"I gave it my best and that's 
the end of Ricky Hatton," he 
told a news conference in the 
early hours of Sunday morn¬ 
ing, local time. 

Prior to Saturday's bout, 
Hatton said he'd come out of 
retirement for "redemption" 
against Senchenko after bat¬ 
tling problems with alcohol, 
drugs and depression that saw 
him balloon in weight follow¬ 
ing the Pacquiao defeat and 
even contemplate suicide. 

However, Hatton was 
adamant losing to Senchenko 
would not be the catalyst for 
renewed personal turmoil. 

"I'm a happy man and I 
don't feel like putting a knife 
to my wrist and killing my¬ 
self," he insisted. 

Hatton will instead concen¬ 
trate full-time on his career on 
the safe side of the ropes as a 
boxing trainer and promoter. 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Robert Guerrero retained his 
World Boxing Council interim 
welterweight world title Satur¬ 
day, emerging from a brutal 
battle with Andre Berto with a 
unanimous decision. 

Guerrero knocked down 
Berto in the first and second 
rounds, but Berto recovered to 
take the slugfest to the end. 

The two battled toe-to-toe in 
the 12th, the crowd noise so 
loud that the referee couldn't 
hear the bell to end it. 

All three judges scored the 
bout 116-110 in favor of Guer¬ 
rero, who improved to 31-1-1 
with 18 wins inside the dis¬ 
tance. 

Berto, fighting for the first 
time in 14 months and after a 
planned rematch with Victor 
Ortiz was scuppered by Berto's 
positive test for the steroid nan- 
drolone, fell to 28-2 with 22 
knockouts. 

Guerrero had said he be¬ 
lieved a victory over Berto 
could finally put him "over the 
hump" in terms of attracting 
elite opponents. 


He certainly showed himself 
a warrior against Berto in the 
fight in Ontario, California, 50 
miles east of Los Angeles. 

Berto's right eye began swelling 
early in the first, after Guerrero hit 
him with a straight left. 

In the later rounds, Berto re¬ 
grouped and caught Guerrero 
with some punishing upper¬ 
cuts, but Guerrero seemed un¬ 
fazed.

The France under-21 inter¬ 
national then hit his second on 
87 minutes, coolly firing be¬ 
yond Vercoutre after he was 
put through by Serge Aurier. 

Ben Yedder also played a 
pivotal role in Toulouse's third, 
rounding the keeper before 
losing his footing, leaving 
Capoue to steer the ball home. 

Earlier, last year's title-win¬ 
ners Montpellier extended 
their unbeaten league run to 
five matches with a 1-0 victory 
over Bordeaux at Stade de la 
Mosson.

"My emotions are under control at the moment, maybe later having a 
drink and hugging the mechanics it'll become more sentimental but I'm looking forward 
to life after Formula One now. "It's been a pretty big challenge in this race because ob¬ 
viously I had the puncture and was at the back again... It took some memories back to 
2006 when the same thing happened to me. He added that he had enjoyed his "second 
career" with Mercedes. "It's been a beautiful time. Lots of exciting moments we shared, 
and lots of tough moments. The most incredible thing in a way is that I felt a lot of sup¬ 
port in these last three years and they have been the most difficult years for me. But 
the fans have always been behind me." 


DALLAS (AFP) - The Los 
Angeles Lakers earned their 
first road victory of the NBA 
season in emphatic style Sat¬ 
urday, routing the Dallas Mav¬ 
ericks 115-89. 

Antawn Jamison was 
among six Lakers players 
scoring in double figures and 
also grabbed 15 rebounds as 
Los Angeles delivered their 
best performance since the ar¬ 
rival of new head coach Mike 
DAntoni. 

Kobe Bryant and Metta 
World Peace contributed 19 
points apiece and Dwight 
Howard added 15 points with 
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five steals. 

The Lakers, 0-4 on the road 
coming into the contest, out- 
rebounded the Mavericks 61- 
39. They held the Mavs — one 
of the highest scoring teams in 
the league with an average of 
101.8 points per game coming 
in — to 37 percent shooting 
and led by as many as 37 
points. 

"It started on the defensive 
end,” said Dallas head coach 
Rick Carlisle. "They had a lot 
of blow-by's at the beginning 
of the game. They played a 
great game and we were really 
poor. I credit them, we all own 
this one...they are physically 
stronger than us." 

Vince Carter scored 16 
points and Jae Crowder posted 
a career-high 15 in the defeat, 
which was the Mavericks' 
sixth in nine games after their 


4-1 start to the season. 

The Lakers took charge 
early, using an 11 -2 run to take 
an 18-8 lead midway through 
the first quarter. 

Dallas put together an 8-2 
scoring run — capped by a 
dunk from Dominique Jones - 
- to trim the margin to 10 in 
the final minute of the first, but 
they would get no closer the 
rest of the night. 

Bryant made a three-pointer 
with just over a second left in 
the first half and the Lakers 
took a 65-38 lead into half¬ 
time. 

The third quarter brought 
more of the same, with reserve 
guard Chris Duhon's three- 
pointer giving the Lakers an 
85-48 lead. 

From there the Mavericks 
didn't get closer than 22 
points.

Formula One: History-making Vettel wins third 
world title 


SAO PAULO (AFP) - Sebast¬ 
ian Vettel became the youngest 
triple champion in Formula 
One history on Sunday when 
he finished sixth behind the 
victorious Jenson Button in a 
tumultuous Brazilian Grand 
Prix. 

The 25-year-old German, 
who was involved in an open¬ 
ing lap collision with Williams’ 
Bruno Senna, which sent him 
to the rear of the field, made 
light of the damage to his Red 
Bull car as he fought back in a 
dramatic race run in treacher¬ 
ous rain-swept conditions at 
the Interlagos circuit. 

Vettel’s only title rival, two- 
time champion Spaniard Fer¬ 
nando Alonso, finished a fine 
second after a courageous 
drive for Ferrari, but it was not 


enough to overhaul a pre-race 
13-point deficit as his German 
rival won the crown by just 
three points. 

The race was littered with 
accidents and incidents and 
ended behind a safety car with 
Vettel bringing his car home in 
the rain in tears, unable to re¬ 
spond to the screamed con¬ 
gratulations from Red Bull 
team chief Christian Horner. 

Vettel became only the 
third driver in history to win 
three successive titles, 
equalling the feats of the great 
Argentine Juan Manuel Fangio 
and childhood idol Michael 
Schumacher, who finished 
seventh for Mercedes in his 
final race before retiring. 

Alonso’s Ferrari team-mate, 
local hero Brazilian Felipe 



SAN JUAN (AFP) - Puerto Rican boxing great Hector 
"Macho" Camacho, shot in the head last week, was de¬ 
clared dead Saturday after being removed from a respi¬ 
rator, a doctor said. His death brings a tragic end to a 
career that saw Camacho triumph in three weight 
classes but struggle with drugs and alcohol. Highlights 
of his career included wins over legends such as 
Roberto Duran of Panama and American fighter Sugar 
Ray Leonard, whom Camacho knocked out in five 
rounds. Camacho, who was 50, suffered a heart attack 
overnight Friday and doctors later disconnected him 
from life support equipment, said Dr. Ernesto Torres, di¬ 
rector of Centro Medico de Rio Piedras, where the boxer 
was admitted after being shot Tuesday. "There was noth¬ 
ing else we could do for him," Torres said. It is not 
known if they were deliberately targeted or simply 
caught up in a random act of violence. The bullet dam¬ 
aged three arteries in Camacho's neck, crippling the flow 
of blood to his brain.
